Border crime:  any crime that undermines public safety or security 

because of proximity to the border, such as, without being limited 

to, crimes involving 

 Weapons 

 Drugs 

 Human trafficking or other exploitation 

 Financial crimes and money laundering 

 Criminal enterprises and gangs engaging in such activities 

as 

o Kidnapping 

o Extortion 

o Murder 

 Mexican Nationals or other undocumented aliens 

 Transnational elements (i.e., activities on both sides of the 

border)
